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Behind the scenes of #7. 
the new LEGO Trains | a 
Commercial .. . @ 


Many of you will have heard of, or seen, the 
film, *“Morons from Outer Space’’, starring 
Gryff Rhys Jones and Mel Smith. Well, most 
of the amazing special effects in that film were 
due to the skill of Director, David Speed. 
David was also responsible for some of the 
unusual happenings in the James Bond 
movies, so we thought he'd be just the right 
person to work on our new Train 
commercial. 
It starts off with a LEGO train running 
along the track, but with only the wheels 
and base of the train. Suddenly, LEGO 
bricks come flying through the air like a 
flock of birds, and land on the train base, 
gradually building up the seats, putting in 
people and finally completing the train. 
It took a tearn of production boffins two 
months of experimenting until they found 
the best way to make the bricks ‘fly’ onto 
the train. At last they were satisfied, and 
started to build the set, or background, 
which included a LEGO viaduct nearly 4 
feet hich!

They made up the completed train, but 
didn’t pack the bricks tightly so they 
could be easily removed. The train ran 
down the track—backwards—and two 
tiny jets of compressed air shot the 
bricks into the air, then a powerful fan 
blew them all away, out of camera 
shot, as 1f they were flying back to 
their box. This was filmed at 3 times 
the normal speed to give the 
impression that both the bricks and 
the train were moving very fast. 
Stull going backwards, the train 
arrives at the end of the track with 
only the wheels and base. Obviously, | 
when the film is reversed, the train 
appears to start off empty and then 
builds up until complete. 
Sounds complicated doesn’t it? 
Well it was—although the film 
only last for 30 seconds, it took us 
5 days to shoot it! You can see the 
result of all this work on TV-am 
as from the 21st October.

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The LEGO Club recently met Mr. Roberts, a 
keen LEGO builder from Woodhouse Eaves, 
Loughborough, who took up model building 
when he retired. He decided to build ships which 
are a special interest to him and he uses his very 
large collection of LEGO bricks, some of which 
are among those first introduced in the United 
Kingdom. 

The building of these ships is a challenge to Mr. 
Roberts who likes to build them as accurately as 
possible. He does this by visiting harbours, 
ships, and museums. 








The liner in the picture is the “OLYMPIC” built 
in 1911 for the White Star Line, its gross weight 
was 46,600 tons and the liner was in use until 
1935. The OLYMPIC was in fact a sister ship to 
the ill-fated TITANIC. The model liner is 7ft Sins 
long, used 10,694 bricks and took 120 hours to 
complete. The liner’'s name was made from a 
LEGO alphabet set which was available in the 
early 60's. 

Once built he photographs the ships then pulls 
them apart to start another model. 

All the bricks in Mr. Robert's collection are 
catalogued and he knows just where to find each 
piece. To keep his collection up to date he buys 
new sets, such as last years castle range, so that 
he has all the new bricks and colours as they 
become available.
